Strikers at Denison Refuse to Be Dis- 
charged—A Coal Famine Threatened.

DENNISON, TEX., March 12.—There are no 
new developments except the refusal of dis- 
charged employes to take the letters out of the 
Post · offlee addressed to them from the railroad 
company containing the notice of discharge. 
Several cars containing farm implements now 
standing in the yards, which the farmers 
need, are not allowed to be unloaded, 
consequently the farmers who are Alliance 
men, and the allies of the Knights, begin to 
feel the effect of the strike.

SUICIDE IN A CISTERN. 


Henry Hof, Short in His Accounts and Takes 
His Life. 

Henry Hof, a German barber and Treasurer 
of Damon Lodge No. 28, Knights of Pythias, 
drowned his sorrows in a cistern in 
the rear of 2929 Chouteau avenue, at abouté 
o’clock this morning, and two hours 
later his dead body was fished 
out by his brother-in-law, G. W. Ernst. 


From the statements of Hof’s wife and his 
sister, Mrs. Ernst, the troubles which led him 
to commit suicide grew out of his inability 
to properly manage the funds intrusted 
to his care as Treasurer of Damon Lodge. 
About two months ago he misap- 
propriated $145 of the lodge’s money 
and, being unable to cover up 
his misdeeds or to replace the amount stolen, 
in u flit ot nervous insanity he put an end to 
all by jumping into the cisternin the yard at 
the residence of his brother-in-law. 

It seemis that during the latter part of last 
Februar Hof was compelled to vacate 
his barber shop on Seventh and Pine 
streets on account of proposed alterations in 
the building. He moved furniture 
and the utensils of his trade to a 
room on Sixth street, two doors 
from Market and opened a new shop. 
The unexpected expenses incurred in moving 
were paid by Hof out of the funds in his 
py eae as treasurer of his lodge, expect- 
ng to return the money within a few weeks 
and hefore the lodge should call 
on him for an account of the 
finances. Business at the new stand was 
very dull, however, and instead of re- 
placing the money he had taken, he 
found himself rapidly sinking deeper in 
debt. He fought against the tide as 
well as he could, but about a week ago 
at a meeting of the lodge the members asked 
for an account of the finances in 
his bands. Then he recognized 
the fact that unless he could 
borrow the amount he had — 4 Fea he was 
lost. From this time out his spirits sank, and 
his wife says that he talked in an irrational 
manner and did not seem himself. 

On last Wednesday morhing Hof bade his wite 
good-bye at his residence, 1021 Carr street, 
saying that if he did not return that evening 
he would never come home 
again. Previous. to that time he 
had informed her of his trouble with the lodge 
and of his intention to borrow the amount 
necessary, to straighten out his ac- 
counts from Mr. Ernest, his brother-in-law. 
Hot called at Ernest’s 
2929 Chouteau avenue. 
case to Ernst 
indorse his note for $145. Ernst replied that he 
would not like to do so without first 
consulting his wife, and Hof left, saying 
that he would call again the 
nextday. Last night he came back and saw 
Mrs. Ernst, who told him that while she 
would not advise her husband to 
indorse his note, still she would 
not object to it, leaving him free to act as he 
leased the matter. Hof then retired 
nto the bed-room of the Ernst 
house and laid down. When Ernst went in to 
see him later in the day Hof was very nervous 
and talked wildly. He remained at 
the house all night, getting up 
early this morning and going out. His conver- 
sation was incoherent and his manner strange 
and unusual. So much so, that upon his 
failure to return within a reasonable time, 
the Ernst family became alarmed and 
the thought that he had committed 
suicide occurred to them. At about 
90’clock Mrs. Ernst went to the cistern for a 
bucket of water and discovered the dead 
body of her brother. The Coroner was 
immediately notified. The body was removed 
to 1021 Carr street, from which place it will be 
buried by the Knights of Pythias order.

DIED ON THE GALLOWS. 


FORD AND MURPHY, THE NEW ORLEANS 
MURDERERS, ATTEMPT SUICIDE. 


The Doomed Men Take Poison, but Are Re- 
stored te Consciousness by Physicians— 
The Governor Orders the Execution to Go 
On—History of New Orleans’ Most Sensa- 
tional Murder. 


New ORLEANS, March 12.—At 7:80 this morn - 
ing when the keepers made efforts to arouse 
Ford and Murphy they could not wake them 
up. After an examination by physicians they 
concluded that the men had taken belladonna. 
At 9:30 Murphy had rallied, but Ford was still 
unconscious. 

A States’ Baton Rouge special says: 
The Governor this morning received 4 
telegram from Sheriff Butler of Orleans 
Parish saying: ‘‘Ford and Murphy attempted 
suicide this morning by swallowing 
poison: They are in a stupor and in a 
comatose condition. The doctors believe the 
attempt is a failure, but cannot say how long 
it may take to restore them to consciousness. 
Should they not recover before the hour fixed 
shall I execute the warrants notwithstand- 
ing!“ The Governor replied: ‘*Yes; go on 
with the executions. Carry out the war- 


rants.’’ 
STILL UNCONSCIOUS. 


Later—The physicians have not yet been able 
to restore Ford and Murphy to consciousness, 
and it is doubtful whether they will hang to- 


day. 
HANGED. 


Ford and Murphy were hanged here to-day 
at 12:51. 

At 12:40 o’clock Sheriff Butler, accompanied 
by several subordinate officials, proceeded to 
the cell ofthe condemned, where the bodies 
of the doomed men lay still appar- 
ently lifeless under the physicians’ care, 
The forms were carefully lifted from their re- 
cumbent position and borne in the arms of 
the agitated deputies to the scaffold. 
Amid profound silence the ghastly 
bodies were carried up the steps 
to the plank of the horrible platform and held 
in erect position while the fatal nooses were 
drawn over and around their necks. 
No signs of lite were observable 
in either man. When the last sad rites 
had been performed; and when the trap was 
sprung by an unseen hand and the bodies 
were launched into eternity a hush fell upon 
the little group of unwilling spectators. The 
trap was sprung at 12:51 p. m. 

THE MEN AND THEIR CRIME. 

The crime for which Ford and Murphy were 
hanged, is without a parellel in the history of 
New Orleans. The high position of the at- 
cused and those. associated with them, the 
boldness and audacity of the crime itself, and 
the social, political and financial influences 
brought to bear to retard and divert justice, 
made the trial a duel between the State on one 
hand and defendants onthe other. The cen- 
tral figure in the tragedy was Thomas I. Ford, 
late recorder of the City of New Orleans, and 
now serving onta twenty years’ sentence in 
the Penitentiary for the part he played in the 
murder. He was a shrewd politician and rec- 


ognized as the ‘‘boss’’ of the Fourth 
ard, and his influence was felt 
throughout the entire city. Despite his 
record #2 a boss he managed to get the 
good willofthe press and public alike, and 
was at one time loudly proclaimed as a model 
official. There was one thorn in his flesh, 
however,that annoyed him beyond endurance. 
This was Capt. A. H. Murphy, or ‘‘Cap’’ 
— 2 as he was popularly known, also a 
politician holding the position of Superintend- 
ent of the Work-house. He was a cousin of 
ex-Congressman E. John Ellis, came of a good 
family, and was a man of 
UNDAUNTED COURGE AND CONVICTION. . 
The quarrel between these men dates back 
four years. Murphy was brought betor Ford, 
charged with some violation of the law, and 
Ford denounced him asa hoodlum city official. 
Murphy responded with a challenge which the 
Judge declined. Murphy then posted him 
throughout the city as a coward, liar 
and thief, and proclaimed it so often that 
the Judge nall had him _§ indicted 
for criminal libel. rey claimed to the day 
of his death that he had in his possession am 
ple evidence to prove that Ford was a thief 
and embezzier. He never had the opportu- 
nity to produce this, for on the very day of 
his trial on the charge of criminal libel, he 
was murdered in cold blood. The murder 
was the boldest on record; done in broad day, 
in a populous section of the city, in the very 
face of hundreds of law-abiding citizens, and 
the murderers walked away unknown, their 
smoking pistols stillin hand. On the morn- 
ing of the murder, December 1, 1884, Capt. 
Murphy was directing the labor of some fifty 
or sixty men at work cleaning the Claiborne 
canal. The Captain was seated on the door- 
step of a house, corner of Claiborne and St. 
Anne streets, with no thought of danger, when 
two men stepped around the corner,and with- 
outa word of warning opened fire on him. 
Murphy ran into the middle of the street,drew 
his revolver and returned the fire. Each ot 
his assailants was doubly armed, and not be- 
ing able to stand the fire from four revolvers, 
Capt. Murphy turned and 
FLED: UP THE STREET 
and around the corner, followed by his as- 
sailants. Atthe corner he encountered two 
more men who had been placed there to in- 
sarees him, and they opened fire also. Mur- 
phy then continued down Olaiborne street, 
his pursuers increasing in numbers at every 
stride. When he turned into Dumain street 
no less than half a dozen men were in hot 
chase, all firing as they ran, and the discharge 
oftheir fire arms created consternation and 
wild alarm. On Dumain street he was finally 
brought to the ground. Two of his assailants 
then walked up, turned the body over, and 
fired bullet after bullet into it until life was 
extinct and the body a horrible sight to be- 
hold. Alarge crowd of excited citizens had 
by this time congregated, but the small army 
of murderers turned from their victim and 
disappeared as mysteriously as they had come. 
The deepest 2 excitement was aroused 
and intensified by the fact that the murderers 
were apparently unknown and never would 
be brought to justice. Indignation knew no 
bounds, however, when the law pounced upon 
Judge Ford, his brother, Pat Ford, his cousin, 
Officer John Murphy, and Officers Buckley 
Caulfield, Favetto and Bader, five officers of 
Judge Ford’s court, asthe murderers. It xe- 
quired all the 
INFLUENCE OF SOBER PUBLIC OPINION 
to prevail against the prisoners, even after 
they were arrested, so strong was their politi- 
cal influence. The District Attorney was nom- 
inated by Judge Ford, aud was his dearest 
political friend. With plenty of money for the 
defense, unlimited social and political back- 
ing, it was avery hard matterto secure con- 
viction. The first trial was a complete farce 
from beginning to end. There was open 
bribe and defiant perjury,and a Deputy 
Sheriff and two of the jurors were arrested for 
bribery. This had a very salutary effect. 
Fifteen arrests had now grown out of the 
crime. The evidence clearly demonstrated 
the guilt of the accused, but it seemed impos- 
sible toconvictthem. The District Attorney, 
though Judge Ford’s friend, never for a mo- 
ment wavered in his duty, and, backed by 
public opinion, finally triumphed in his prose- 
cution. The second trial resulted in a verdict 
of poy hire 2 *

to be hung, and Judge Ford, his clerk, Caul- 
feld, and Officer Buckley were sent to the Pen- 
itentiary at hard labor for twenty years. The 
Fords now took the fight before the Board of 
Pardons and the Governor.

The Pantaloon Wearing Female Arrested 
for Masquerading at Newport, B. I.

Mary Walker was for a brief period detained 
at the police station where she expressed her 
suprise and disgust at the officials ofa city 
which did not know the law and had laid itself 
liable by obliging her to accompany Officer 
Scott from Commercial Wharf to the office of 
the Chief of Police. The doctor axstved bese 
by boat from Providence at 6 o’clock 
and desired to be shown the residence of 
Miss Sarah Briggs, an old friend whom

during the Civil War. She had been pleading 
in Providence with the members of the Legis- 
lature in behalf of Woman's Su and for 
the payment of a revolutionary claim which 
she claimed the State owed her friend, Miss 
Briggs. She had no sooner reached the plank 
wa when, at the instance of several 


‘females, who had seen her on the boat, 


the officer told her that she must ac- 
company bim to the police station. 
She told the officer her name and said that he 
was violating the Constitution by interferi 
with her freedom. The officer had never hea 
of Dr. Mary Walker, and insisted upon taking 
her to the station. The doctor reluctantly ac- 
companied the officer and was followed by a 
crowd of men and boys,who, it would appear, 
had never seen a woman dressed in men’s 
clothing before, and it was a sight which they 
will never forget. The Chief of Police, being a 
man of intelligence and conversant with the 
laws, expressed his regret at her arrest and 
apologized for his officer, who, he said, had 
acted in good faith. This would not satisfy 
the doctor, who was naturally very angry, 
and she insisted upon learni the 
officer’s name, and demanded that he be dis- 
charged from the police force. She was forced 
to admit, however, that she had been arrested 
in other cities by mistake. She remained at 
the station for some time and repeated the law 
for the benefit of the officer who had arrested 
her. She also delivered quite a lecture upon 
sundry subjects for which she is noted, and 
then walked out of the office with her hat 
on one side and with her cane in a very dudish 
position. The incident created a decided sen- 
sation. She will leavetown to-day. It is r. 
mored that she does not intend to let the ma 
ter drop, and a few wiseacres predict that shu 
will try to make trouble for the city. 


‘VISUALIZED NUMBERS.” 


Curious Mental Facts Regarding Associa- 
tion of Colors and Numbers. 
Professor E. S. Holden in Science. 

In 1880, while I was in Washington, I 
read Mr. F. Galtons note on ‘‘ Visualized 
Numerals’’ in Nature. After I came to 
Madison, probably late in 1881 or — in 
1882, I mentioned <4 own entire inability 
to visualize numerals, or — else of 
the kind, toa member of the university 
faculty, Prof. O. I was interested to learn 
that, whena boy, he had always con- 
ceived the vowel sounds as having color, 
and that he still retained some traces of 
this early habit. 

1 spoke of this subject at my dinner- 
table shortly after, and my daughter 
Mildred, then about 8 years old, said she 
also had colors for the day of the week, 
as follows; Monday, blue; Tuesday, 
pink; Wednesday, brown or gray; Thurs- 
day, brown or gray; Friday, white; Sat- 
urday, pure white; Sunday, black. It 
was said laughingly, and at the time it 
passed to my mind as a joke, that she 
wished in sport to assume the idiosyn- 
crasies of elder persons. A few days after 
I questioned her on these colors, and she 
gave me the same replies. It was Hain 
spoken of as a kind of joke and a question

Ifound she knew these colors 
instantly, and when I asked them in any 
order. hat is more remarkable she can 
instantly name the brown letters in a 
group, the black ones, etc. Apparently 
she does not require to pass the alphabet 
in review to decide this. The numbers 
also have colors to her as follows: 1, 
black; 2, cream color; 3, blue; 4, brown;

ATTORNEY-GENERAL GARLAND has de- 
cided to sue the Pacific Roads for about 
$900,000 which they should have paid to 
the Government under the Thurman act, 
but of which they have defrauded the 
Government by charging their illegal pool 
payments of $85,000 per month as part of 
their legitimate operating expenses. The 
managers of these roads were heavy 
stockholders in the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, and the subsidy of $85,000 
per month which they paid to that com- 
pany for maintaining rates looks like a 
swindle upon the railroad stockholders 
who were not Pacifico Mail stockholders. 
But there can be no question about its be- 
ing a swindle upon the Government. In 
the first place, it was an illegal contribu- 
tion to an illegal combination against pub- 
lic policy, a payment on a contract which 
the courts would have unlaw- 
ful and void, and it that the re-

THE WAY TO RESUME. 
St. Louis is to-day as effectually cut off 
from the greater part of her commercial 
territory as if she were environed by a be- 
sieging army. For nearly a week busl- 
ness intercourse with four great States 
and several minor States and Territories 
has been practically suspended by the 
failure of the Gould line managers to 
operate their roads. Their failure is cost- 
ing this city many thousands of dollars of 
direct loss every day and consequential 
losses that are incalculable. It cannot 
continue much longer without stopping 
nearly all of our great industrial estab- 
lishments, filling the streets with multi- 
tudes of unemployed workingmen and 
depriving hundreds of thousands of people 
of the means of living. 
How much longer shall this state of 
things continue? The Gould managers 
have promised to resume operations as 
soon as they can resume in their own way 
and on their own terms. They have tried 
their way and it has failed, as there is 
every prospect that it will continue to fail 
to-day, to-morrow and until a different 
spirit animates them to try some other 
way. If it were a question between them 
and their employes only, they might be 
conceded the right to resume in their own 
way or not at all. But the public that 
made them agents of the public wel- 
fare—that clothed them with the power 
of eminent domain fora public service— 
that public has a right to insist that they 
shall perform that service and find a way 
to perform it without inflicting further 
loss on the general public by an obstinate 
adherence to such means and methods 
only as will enable them to conquer and 
crush‘the Knights of Labor. 
The way to resume in this case is to re- 
sume. If the attempt were defeated by 
unlawful violence manifested in overt 
acts the power of the Government could 
then be invoked. But as this is not the 
case it devolves on the railroad managers 
to make such terms as will procure the 
necessary labor and start the trains. The 
private citizen or corporation can engage 
in a protracted lockout or contention with 
strikers, but @ quasi-public corporation, 
charged with a public service and liberally 
paid for performing it, has no right to en- 
gage ina war with organized labor at the 
public expense, when such a war can be 
avoided or be pgstponed and finally set- 
tled by reasonable concessions, or by 
agreeing to submit all differences to arbi- 
tration.

A SUGGESTION, 

The answer of Receiver BROWN of the 
Texas and Pacific road to the overtures 
of Grand Master Workman T. V. Pow- 
DERLY of the Knights of Labor, and the 
position taken by Mr. Hou of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system make it certain that 
the existing strike is to be a test of 
strength between the opposing organiza- 
tions. 

In this emergency we venture to make & 
suggestion which will help many valua- 
ble interests without injuring any. 

That is that the field of controversy be 
narrowed down to the territory occupied 
by the lines in controversy. 

In other words, that the strike should 
not extend to the East End of the Bridge 
and Tunnel, but should stop atthe West 
End, and that freight traffic over the 
bridge should be resumed for the benefit 
of all roads which are not in the contro- 
versy.

Cabinet Salaries in England. 

From the London Truth. 

The salaries attached to the offices held by 
Cabinet Ministers need revision. The amount 
is a matter of haphazard, and isin no way de- 
pendent upon the importance of the office. 
The Chancellor of the Exchecquer and the Sec- 
retaries of State receive £5,000 per annum; the 
Presidents of the Board of Trade, and of 
the Local Government Board and the 
Scottish Secretary, who, although provided 
with a seal of office, is not a Secretary of State, 
receive only £2,000 perannum. The resuit of 
this has been an ignoble struggle among sev- 
eral of the eminent statesmen who form the 
Cabinet to secure the best paid offices, irre- 
spective of théir fitness for them. If a 
Cabinet Minister of the intelligence and posi- 
tion of Mr. Chamberlain can be got for £2,000, 
there seems no reason why the taxpayers 
should be called upon to pay any Cabinet Min- 
ster more than this—with exception, per- 
haps, ofthe Prime Minister. I am surprised 
that so eminent an economist as Mr. Gladstone 
has not already perceived this, and acted 
upon it; all the more, as he was with difficulty 
induced to give up a proposal to cut down the 
salaries of some of the minor Parliamentary 
official fry—notably those of the Secretaries of 
the Board of Trade and of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. If any one will tell me why Mr. 
Chamberlain is worth only £2,000, and Lord 
Kimberley, Lord Granville, Sir William Har- 
court, Mr. Childers, and Mr. Campbell-Ban- 
nerman £5,000 each, he will enlighten me upon 
a point in regard to which I, like most others, 
am in the dark. 


The Demands of Labor. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Although one hears in the higher circles of 
trade and society nota little denunciation of 
the methods and cupidity of the Knights of 
Labor, the unprejudiced observer, in measur- 
ing their demands by their ability to enforce 
them, can hardly failto be astonished at the 
moderation of the labor reformers. Suppose 
thataclass of manufacturers had it in their 
power to compel the consumers of their goods 
to pay them what they demanded, would they 
be content with adding tothe former market 
price what would be the equivalent of 10 or 15 
per cent advance? Suppose the horse railroad 
companies of New York city were 
able to combine, and, freed from legal inter- 
ferance and the fear of competition, 
had the power to set the price of transporta- 
tion at the rate they desired to have it, does 
any one imagine that they would be as modest 
in their demands as their employes have re- 
cently been? We know howit is with the 
steam railroad companies, the gas companies, 
the copper companies, the screw companies, 
the telephone companies, the oil companies, 
and so on througha long list of companies 
and individuals thatin one way or another 
have been able to win a monopoly. With 
these favored ones the power to compel pay- 
ment has ordinarily been followed by an ad- 
vance in prices of 100 per cent or so; at least, 
with demands which make the exactions of 
the Knights of Labor seem mild by compari- 
son.

Citizens Remonstrate Against Signing the 
Tinker & Smith Switch Bill. 

A delegation representing the property own- 
ers who claim they will be affected by the rail- 
road switch to be built by the Tinker & Smith 
Malting Company, held a conference with the 


Mayor to-day to protest against his honor 
signing the bill. The delegation was com- 
of Messrs. Henry Grone, John Clarke, 
2 B. Seegers, George Fironi, Charles 
„ James Baumgartner, and several 
. Clark, who owns considerable real 
estate on Clark avenue, said that the delega- 
tion had come to the Mayor as a last resort, 
and hoped that he would assist themin pro- 
testing against the robbery of the streets in 
the manner peoposse by the Tinker & Smith 
Company. The bill, he said, was 
railroaded through the Council, and 
that the opposing parties were treated 
shamefully by the lower house. The Railroad 
Committes of that body, Mr. Clarke said, 
them faithfully that they would visit 
he location with the remonstrants, but had 
wriggled out of the promise and went into ses- 
sion with the company’s representatives in- 
stead. To make the bill a law, he said, would 
ruin Clark avenue as a thoroughfare. 
Mr. Pironi said that Clark avenue was the 
only street open for business onthe north of 
Chouteau avenue, south of Market street, 
and that in casethe present switch were 
built, he personally knew of at least four dif- 
ferent manufacturing firms who would im- 
médiately place bills in the Assembly 
Gemanding the right to build as many sim- 
Har tracks. Mr. Pironi said that the 
new bridge on Tayon avenue, which he con- 
sidered the finest ‘railroad bridge in the city, 
would be completely cut off from use and that 
teams would not venture up the avenuein case 
that street should be cut in two by a railroad 
track. He added that in order to build the 
switch it was necessary to lower the grade of 
the avenue at least four or five feet. 
Mr. Baumgartner remarked that he had 
lived for forty-one years in his home on Moore 
street, and that the proposed switch would 
result in complete disaster to his property on 
that street. 
Mr. Jones said the pbuilding of the switch 
would paralize wagon trafiic on Clark avenue 
and he only needed to allude to that for 
everybody to know what it meant. 

Mr. Grone argued that, although the state- 
ment might seem 4 little wild, the switch 
would affect at least 10,000 people to the east 
and the west of its proposed route.

HER SWIFT PROGRESS FROM THE THRONE h 


BACK TO HER HOME IN THE GUTTER. 


A Sketch of the Career of Kitty Muleahy— 
Three Years Ago the Central Figure in a 
Murder Mystery; Last Tuesday in the 


Police Court for a Common Every-Day 
Drunk, 


Kitty Mulcahy is only a miserable little 
drunkard now. 

Three years ago she was the most famous 
female hoodlum in St. Louis. Her square- 
jawed, freckled face and a new-filled grave in 
one of the local cemeteries were the open 
pages of her career which all who cared to 
might read; the face was crowded with vicious- 
ness; the grave contained the remains of 
‘*Peeping Tom,“ for whose death Kitty was 


sible. 

This was at the latter end of December, 1882. 
Alfred Tonkin, a hostler, whose curiosity had 
led him to follow suspicious-looking couples 
into dark places, was shot and killed on the 
night of December 20, in that year, on the 
steps of the First Presbyterian Cnurch, Seven- 
teenth and Pine, by either Kitty Mulcahy or a 
male companion, who had retired with her to 
the yard adjoining the church for the sake of 
the privacy and seclusion it afforded. 

For a few days the tragedy was a mystery, 
and there came in its wake all the remarkable 
soul-stirring rumors that such an occurrence 
can create; for a while upper circles were 
aglow with the expectation of learning every 
next minute that some pre-eminently respect- 
able lady or gentleman would be charged with 
the double crime of sinning in secret and kill- 
ing a man to make the secret secure; but the 
denouement came more suddenly than had 
been anticipated, and no longer was there any 
rustling of the social fabric. 

Mollie Allen, the keeper of a notorious house, 
wrote to tha police giving information that an 
inmate of her establishment knew more about 
the tragedy than was consistent with her ab- 
sence from the spot at the time. 

Kitty Mulcahy was accordingly arrested 
from the Allen House and proved to be the 
woman in the case. 

She was 18 years old, of small figure, had 
curly hair that cuddled close to her forehead, 
a little turn-up nose with the sauciest kind of 
a tilt to it, small dark eyes and a complexion 
as black and wicked and villainous as her own 
heart. 

She was a female hoodlum ofthe most per- 
fect type. 

She hung her head when listening to a ques- 
tion or remarks, and merely threw her chin 
forward and talked across her nostrils to her 
eyebrows in making her reply. 

Her attitude was meekness, 
was defiance. 

She had an innocent, girlish way of putting 
one foot forward with the heel on the floor and 
tne toe pointing upward at an angle of about 
sixty degrees; then she would use the heel as 
a pivot and let the toe wander around in a half 


orbit ali the while coyly ducking her head 
towards the moving toe and keeping her eyes 
fastened upon its motions; anybody unac- 
quainted with her would judge om her ap- 
earance at this moment that she was a timid, 
ashful child, overwhelmed with confusion 
and too bewildered to raise her eyes towards 
whomsoever might be conversing with her. 

Such persons were mistaken and er ene 
it out when the hardened face flashed itself up 
at them by a simple hinge motion from the 
back of the neck that did not disturb the 
position of any part of the —8 

There was a whatcher-soy? ecstasy about 
the features that at first fairly staggered the 
onlooker and caused him to continue to gaze 
half-fascinated and to some extent charmed 
with the monumental toughery that the mug 
revealed. 

Her language was rounded with obscenity 
and polished with profanity, and when she 
strung out a sentiment in the severest English 
she knew.it was adorned with exclamations 
and epithets whose meaning could not be 
mistaken and to which no emphasis was added 
bythe wrinkles which Kitty threw into her 
nose by way of contributing her contempt to 
the measure of her denunciation. * 

She knew more slang than a base ball crowd 
ata big Sunday game and could puta curve 
on it that a gutter arab would be proud of ora 
negro minstrel would pay a royalty of $l0a 
performance for the use of. 

She reveled in filth and lolled in the lap of 
blasphemy. 

There were scars on her face, which might 
have been pretty before sin and shamelessness 
began to write their records upon it, and in 
speech, manner and mug she was thoroughly 
qualified for the sition to which a great 
crime had suddenly elevated her—the position 
of Queen of the Hoodlums. 

Queen of the Hoodlums and only eighteen! 
A lifetime of riot and dirt and debauchery 
crowded into the few years that are given 
womanhood to bud and blossom. 

This was Kitty Mulcahy three years ago! 

She rose fromthe mire of the streets like 
Aphrodite from the froth of the sea, and when 
her brief reign of glory was at an end she went 
back into the gutter and finds her level there 


to-day. 

Kitty Mulcahy was the outgrowth of condi- 
tions that obtainin a hundred localities in St. 
Louis at the present time. 

She began early as a street romp and tell 
easily into the ways of hoodlumism. 

The absence of home restraints, and it may 
be, too,the existence during her tender years, 
if she ever knew a tender year, of evil in- 
fiuences, tore the softness of her sex from her 
heart and trampled any feminine instincts she 
may have had into the dust. 

The street was her school—her home. Per- 
force she chose associates of the same home- 
less, schooliess class, and the vicious boy and 
the ignorant girl taught each other that slang 
was ciassical and crimé was not sin. 

Profanity was easier to acquire than polysyl- 
lables, and Anglo-Saxon was terser and more 
expressive to her than any composite speech 
that abounded in French derivatives, Greek 
parapets and Latin portcullises. 

She learned the briefness of brevity and the 
formidability of such arguments as family 
newspapers print with a procession of dashes. 

She began to damn faintly, as the critic does 
when his praise is strained instead of soulful, 
and ere 10 years of age, could damn With the 
vigor ot a drayman and the diabolism of an 
Italian banana peddler. 

After a little while she added the necessary 
explosive embellishments, and then allowed 
her tongue to make genealogical researches 
in maternal directions, and always with re- 
sults that were not pleasing to the filial end of 
the combination. 

Her custom eting was an oath, and 
her sweetest compliment was a refiection 
upon the loyalty and virtue of her sex. 

Still but a child she was steeped in vice and 
versed in all the higher reaches of sidewalk 
rhetoric. 

She not only talked and cursed and swore 
like the hoodiums around her, but she grew 
to look like them and to dress in the garb of 
the order. 

At 15 she was a daisy, and could give a mule- 
driver ten minutes’ start and then produce 
more hair raising effects with her language in 
the next five minutes than he had produced in 
the quarter-hour, 

She wore her hat down onher forehead, 
walked on her heels, and worked her shoul- 
ders in a one-two motion that kept time with 
the swing of her skirts. 

She had asolid fellow, too! The ‘‘fellow’’ 
beat and kicked his little hoodlum“ love, of 
course, and finally led her to the den of in- 
famy where she achieved the crowning tri- 
umph of her career, 

It was a great step to her—a big advance- 
ment, from the nothingness of the street to 
the im e an inmate of a 
repu e es ment.

Joseph 
Greenhut, a Socialist and the recognized 
leader of the eight-hour movement is quoted 
as follows: The trade and labor unions, the 
Knights of Labor Assemblies, the Socialistic 
and the International Growups are agitating 
harmoniously for eight hours as a full, legal 
day’s work. Wages are left out of the con- 
sideration, and will be settled by each of the 
several trades. Labor has no intrinsic value 
and the rates of wages are simply 
the results of agrab game. Stone-cut- 
ters, bricklayers, cigar packers and plumbers 
average during the busy season $4 per day. 
There are a dozen trades which average from 
$3 to $3.50 a day, but these rates are upheld by 
the monopoly power of their respective unions, 
which take the question of wages out of the 
category of free competition and fix them by 
force. The vast majority of regular trades 
and occupations are not organized at all, and 
the individual workers run a wild competition 
for getting work and are thereby reduced to 
what is known as ‘cheap labor.’ The late and 
present strikes prove a tendency to level up- 
ward the wages, and it is likely that in the 
very near future a minimum rate of wages of 
$2a day will be fixed forall who are usually 
called unskilled workers.

THE COMMITTEE OF INVESTIGATION BEGINS 
ITS WORK TO-DAY. 


Mr. Pulitzer on the Stand—The Inventor, 
Harris Rogers, Tells of the Organization 
of the Company—The Committee Split on 
Party Lines.

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 12.—It was 11 
o’clock before the Telephone Investigation 
Committee got together this morning. At that 
hour the members of the committee took their 
seats at the long table, Chairman Boyle at the 
head and the other gentlemen arranged ac- 
cording to their order of appointment, Messrs, 
Oates, Eden, Hall and Hale on one side, and 
Messrs. Ranney, Millard, Hanback and Moffatt 
on the other. At the end of another long 
table, at which the reporters were seated, sat 
Col. Casey Young fingering his wiry mustache. 
His thin face was deeply wrinkled, and his man - 
ner betrayed nervousness. At the other end of 
the table op a leather sofa, sat Dr. Rogers 
and his youngest son, with J. Harris Rogers, 
the inventor, next to him on a chair. During 
the giving of Mr. Pulitzer’s testimony Dr. 
Rogers leaned eagerly forward, following the 
story with very apparent interest. When the 
witness was asked whether anything had 
been paid for the letters published, the doctor 


fell back laughing quietly. When Col. Casey

There was some dispute on the motion of

when he took the stand and was sworn. Mr. 
Pulitzer stated that he assumed the responsi- 
bility for the publication of those statements 
which had appeared in the WORLD. No human 
being had influenced him for the publication. 
He had thought the ublication 
of these facts was a public service 
and a matter of news. e had 
every reason to believe that 823 
was most carefully considered. o had had 
the manuscript of the original article for three 
months before using it. it was a month after 
the publication of the facts concerning the 
transaction in the Republican press before he 
had instructed his Washington correspondent 
to ascertain what truth there was in the facts. 
After obtaining the manuscript of the first ar- 
ticle he had instructed his correspondent fre- 
sunny to ascertain what truth there was in 
the statements made. He had published the 
articles which had appeared in the WORLD 
only with the hope that one gentleman might 
rid himself of the stock he held. 

Mr. Pulitzer, when questioned, said that im- 
mediately after the publication in question he 
had instructed his correspondent to see all the 
gentiemen and give them an o rtunity to 
make a correction. He had said he would 
surrender any amount of, space for a correc- 
tion. ‘Ihe publication had included a

THE GRAHAM TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. Molloy and Cora Lee Graham Ar- 


raigned in Court.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 12.—As early as 
o’clock this morning crowds began to gather 
inthe vicinity of the Court-house, where the 
preliminary examination of Mrs. Emma Mol- 
loy and her foster-danghter, Cora Lee Gra- 
ham, as accessories to the mur- 
der of Mrs. Sarah Graham, was 
to be held. Shortly after 8 o’clock 


the doors were thrown open and in fifteen 
minutes fully eighteen hundred people had 
crowded upon the inside. The space behind 
‘the railing had been reserved for ladies and

room was at a remium, full five 
hundred being present. At 9:30 Oo clock puty 
Sheriffs Cox and Williams appeared, accom-

Another exploration of the well 
resulted in the finding of the waist of the silk 
dress worn by Mrs. Sarah Graham on the night 
of her murder, the stockings, the remains of 
a quilted hoopskirt, a pair of scissors, a — 
of thread, and other small articles. A knit 
+e undershirt, supposed to have belonged 
to the deceased woman, was found cutina 
dozen pieces and scattered throughout the 
brush in the vicinity of the well. The waist of 
the dress shows a bullet hole corresponding in 
locality with those found in the chemise and 
corset, and proves to the satisfaction of the 
prosecution and all who have investigated the 
matter t Mrs. Graham was shot. 

A CROWDED COURT-ROOM.

Several tokens, in the way of 
flowers, accompanied by messages of a7=pe- 
thy, passed through the Sheriff's ands 
to Mrs. Molloy, when she was brought 
in. She seemed greatiy affected and cried 
bitterly.

THE GREEK GOVERNMENT REDUCING THE 
ARMY TO A PEACE FOOTING, 


Greece Protests Against Coercive Measures— 
Increasing the English Navy-A Princess’ 
Extravagance—Big Cotton Fire—Bismarck’s 
Spirit Monopoly Bill Rejected — Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 12.—I have authority to state 
that the Greek Government has this day is- 
sued orders withdrawing the troops from the 
front, and reducing the strength of the army 
to a peace footing. The work of disarming 
has positively commenced, although on avery 
small scale. None of the important strategeti- 
cal positions on the Turkish frontiers are 
affected by the orders of the War Department. 
A simultaneous reductionof the Turkish and 
Greek forces is proposed by the Greek Min- 
istry. The Government, in notifying the 
British Foreign Office of its submission to the 


Powers, protests against the coercive meas- 


ures employed. England has offered forthe 
consideration of the conference a definite pro- 
posal for the appointment of Prince Alexander 
as Governor of Eastern Roumelia for life. The 
proposal is under consideration. Russia is 
reported to have opposed the appointment. 
Sir Edward Thornton, the British Ambassador 
at Constantinople has conveyed to the Sultan 
an official;communication from Lord Roseberry 
on the subject of the British relations with 
the British policy in Eastern 
Europe. Thecommunication assures His Im- 
perial Majesty of the desire of Her Majesty's 
Ministers to pursue a friendly policy with 
Turkey, based on identical interests in 
Europe and Asia, and to continue 
the understanding established between 
Lord Salisbury and the Porte in 
relation to Egypt, and the maintenance of the 
integrity of the Empire. The Sultan has inti- 
mated his satisfaction at Lord Roseberry’s 
assurance. The Government of Bulgaria has 
commenced the removal of frontier customs 
between Eastern Roumelia and Bulgaria, 
under the unification convention and consoli- 
dation ofthe two Governments as branches 
of one national administration. 
DUE TO BXTRAVAGANCE. 

LonpDoN, March 12.—The liabilities of Prin- 
cess Helene of Ypsilanti amounts to £800,000. 
Her failure is due to the extravagance ot her- 
self and her late husband.

BIG COTTON FIRE. 

Fire broke out this morning among a large 
quantity of cotton in the railway station at 
Oldham and destroyed $350,000 worth before 
the flames were extinguished.

Improving England’s Navy.

LONDON, March 12.—Mr. Gladstone, as Firs 
Lord ofthe Treasury, has settled with the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer the whole of the finan- 
cial estimate for 1886-87. They exhibit a con- 
siderable increase of expenditure forthe Navy, 
the Cabinet having resolved on largely aug- 
menting that branch of national defenses. The 
North American Station is one of the first 
class not to be largely strengthened, with the 
exception of the creation of Halifax into a first- 
class naval arsenal and depot.

PpaRIS GOSSIP. 


THE FRIVOLOUS, FICKLE INTEREST AND 
EXCITABILITY OF THE PARISIANS. 


How Society Enjoys Opera with an Excel- 
lent Lunch—Louise Michel—Art and Music 
in the Studio—Efforts to Animate the Busi- 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

New Tom, March 12.—The Paris corre- 
spondent ofa morning paper, writing under 
date of February 19, says: ‘‘This city is, after 
all, about the smallest country village in the 
world. The narrowness of. judgment, the 
small scope of the horizon, the almost abso- 
late ignorance ofthe outside world and the 
amount of petty gossip are appalling. Every 
trifling incident is magnified in a whirlwind of 
political, criminal or social importance. Patti 
has appeared and become the talk of the town 
fortwenty-four hours. Her third concert tickets 
could be bought on the street for half 
price about 60’clock in the evening. This 
may have been the result ofthe sorry manip- 
ulation of the speculators, but it gives, not- 
withstanding, a just measure of the frivolous, 
fickle interest and excitability of the average 
Parisian. People have now decided, as a 
social queen informed me a few days ago, that 
the prover way to Patti-ize is not to dine, but 
one must have a big box with a salon, invite a 
few joyous friends, have cold pates, salads, 
oysters, sweets, and supper delicacies, and 
then quietly await the songs of the diva, when 
it would be only decorous to putin an ap- 
pearance in the front ofthe loge, the rest of 


the performance making an admirable 
oyster accompaniment to 4 very 
substantial picnic meal. There was 


no earthly offense meant to Patti (con 


traire)—her voice is universally esteemed as 
being far more valuable and more delightful 

in her earlier days—only Paris feels 
called upon to create new ways of doing every 
thing, and the habit is too amusing for high 
life and too flattering to inborn vanity to 
so easily given up. 

LOUISE MICHEL, 

who was almost en route for canonization 
when mere pe | the rigors of St. Lazare, where 
she devoted her leisure and superiority to 
the aged infirm and baby nuisances, since her 
forced exit has found no further use for 
charity, devotion or help to the suffering. 


She now expends her ghts in perso 
exhibition at political clubs and socialist 
herings.

The agony of Mozart has been put in color 
and legend by the painter, Munkacsey. 
This artist, who not only enjoys wide 
repute, but also the comfort of a large 
fortune, thanks to a brilliant marriage, 
does not produce or exhibit new works with 
prodigality. He gives great study and long 
reflection to his subjects and only begins the 
actual labor of brush translation when the 
bone and sinew of his theme have become al- 
most second nature to the full possession and 
ease of his talent. The artist assures us that 
the r musical father died at the age ot 36. 
andthat during the last months of his labo- 
rious, almost miserable, existence, he gave all 
the preoccupation of his rare painless mo- 
ments to the elaboration of his Requiem. 
It was his custom to have his friends chant 
the different numbers as they were termi- 
nated, and it was this solemn audition that the 
painter has endeavored to portray. It is hard 
to judge a work of this size and importance 
in the studio of an artist, with or 
without the musical concert. I shall thus de- 
fer criticism until the public exhibition of the 
work at the Seldemeyer Gallery allows more 
leisure, with the possibility for proper study, 
to give the so-called needed emphasis to the 
work. The artist had it exhibited with the 
light thrown on the canvass only, and while 
the invited guests contemplated from dark- 
ness the figures thus admirably thrown out, 
artists behind draped curtains, with a soft air 
of organ, piano and violoncello, chanted the 
requiem. The painting is an enormous one 
three and one-half meters wide and two and 
one-half high, the figures being nearly life 
size.Now one must talk justas advisably about 
this yet unseen—except to about two hundred 
people.

1 to be taken at their word and be given 
daily labor of tiresome consistency; but it 
amuses the pespie and that is always neces- 
sary in this bubbling community.

RETURNED REVOLUTIONISTS. 


The Steamer San Domingo Brings Back the 
Remainder of the Expedition. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

New Tonk, March 12.—The Clyde steamer 
San Domingo, which sailed from here Febru- 
ary 4 for Central America with twenty-five al- 
leged fillibusters from the Fourth Ward on 
doard, arrived at quarantine at 8 o’clock last 
night, with ten of the Fourth Warders, whom 
she had picked up at Turk’s Island on Friday 
last on her homeward trip and brought back 


to this city. They gave their names as fol 
lows: Chris F. Dunnegan, James Bogan, John 
Connor, James Gleason, Wm. Doran, Alexan- 
der Dicks, Thomas O'Connor, John Whittle, 
Joseph Miller and William Williams. They 
were the last of the crowd left at Turk’s Island 
and seemed b frightened and giad to get 


home. Five of their companions, including; 
oung James Halliday, the alle ed leader of 
tne expedition, returned on the w several 


days ago. The others are scattered at differ- 
ent Central American ports or have shipped 
on sailing vessels. Dave Wallace, the lover 
of Mrs. on Ray, is said to be at Kin ton, 
Jamaica. So ends the expedition which had 
for its alleged object the overthrow of the 
present government ofthe republic of Hon- 
duras and the seating of Gen. Soto of this city 
again on the President’s chair. The ten prodi- 

als who returned last night were not disposed 
fo talk much about themselves. They were 
surprised when told that Halliday and four of 
bis comrades had preceded them.

NABBED BY NUGENT. 


AN AMERICAN TRACKS A THIEVISH SERY- 


Kitty Hughes, a Model and Trusted Servant, 


Skips Out with a Small Fortune Belonging | 


to Her Employer—Mr. Nugent Takes Up 


the Case After the Detectives Fail, and 


Recovers His Property.

gp rs Tonk, March 12.—Arthur Nugent ot 
No. 245 East Thirty-second street, has bad an 
experience, and his story of how he chased a 
small fortune, of which he had been robbed, 
across the ocean, might form a chapter in any 
novel of modern real life. He is intelligent 
and frugal. For years he occupied a trusted 
position in the employ of one of the local gas 
companies, but more recently, retiring from 
this pursuit, has been interested in the board- 
ing-house at the above address. Naturally, 
he hadtrouble in the practical problem of 
servant girlism, and early last summer, tired 
out at the many and bad sorts ot domestic 
help he had endured, he set out to gecure a 
new assistant. He went to a well-known in- 
telligence office and selected a girl who was 
registered as Kitty Hughes. She wasan Irish 
girl, and for a time Mr. and Mrs. Nugent 
thought the question of help had been settled. 
The girl was loquacious and very willing. She 
told how she had been a worker in the great 
flax mills at Belfast; then of her arrival here to 
work in the Barbour works at Paterson, N. J.; 
and later how she had worked at the mills at 


Eleventh avenue and Fifty-ninth street. For) 


nine weeks Kitty worked in the Nugent house- 
hold, and then one morning she arose with the 
lark, helped herself to a tin box which was 
kept in the front basement, made up a bundle 
of Mrs. Nugent’s best gowns and departed. 
It was about 5 o’clock on the morning of 
August 10 last, that the departure took place, 
and Mr. Nugent arose to find himself $15,000 
poorer. In the box were several hundred 
dollars in money, jewelry to the value of 
nearly a thousand dollars, while papers of 
great value to the owner but useless to the 
ignorant thief, made up the balance.

Nugent lost no time but acted at once. He 
hurried off to police headquarters, told his 
story, and was told in turn to keep quiet, and 
particularly not to talk to reporters.
